dlreetly  te  Muldcur,  Af^xanlatan*  We  reached  Mukkur  at  about  2*1^  AM* 
There,  ye  refuelled  the  vehicle  and  proceeded  to  Kalat* 

5*  At  abcNOt  3*^  AM  Dwyer  had  an  Inteetlnal  attack  and  asked  that 

who  was  driving  at  the  time,  stop  the  vehicle*  We  all 
got  ont  of  the  vehicle*  While  standing  tm  the  road  I noticed  what 
appeared  to  be  an  extremely  bright  star  very  low  on  the  horizon* 

It  was  some  five  te  ten  degreea  above  the  horizon  and  about  fifteen 
degrees  to  the  left  of  the  moon,  which  had  risen  some  two  hours  previous 
I asked  MMMMMUift  to  look  at  the  obj  ect,  stating  that  it  was  probably 
the  lowest  star  X had  ever  seen*  He  did  look  at  it,  exolaiaed  about 
its  brlghtmees,  and  then  sAad  that  he  thought  it  was  moving*  I 
watched  the  object  for  a few  minutes  and  agreed  that  it  was  moving,  but 
not  in  any  specific  dlrectlcn*  Rather  it  seemed  to  be  moving 
horizontally  and  vertically  about  a central  point*  In  order  te  better 
observe  the  movewent  of  the  object  I braced  syself  against  a comer  of 
the  vehicle  and  sighted  long  the  edge  of  the  vehicle,  being  sure  to 
keep  taj  head  and  body  still*  I again  observed  that  the  object  was 
iiiovlng  about  a central  point,  movi^  horizontally  and  vertically  as 
described  in  the  following  figure*

retara  to  point  A#  It  did  not  seem  to  travel  directly  between 
C and  B,  C and  D and  or  B and  B« 

6«Aftar  vs  had  decided  that  the  object  was  moving  X noted  that  the  tine 
waa  AM*  ^e  watched  the  objeot  for  another  ten  mlnatea  and  at 

3i20  AM  It  disappeared  for  aboat  20  to  3^  seconds*  It  then  reappeared 
in  the  oane  place*

7«ldH|M||||^  I coiqpared  the  object  with  the  various  stars  Is  the  sky 

and  agreed  that  It  was  four  or  five  times  as  bright  as  the  Bortb  Star* 

I obeerred  the  sl^  and  the  area  around  us  and  noted  that  there  were  a 
few  c loads  In  the  southeast,  but  none  in  any  other  part  of  the  sky* 

The  moen  waa  quite  bright  and  I waa  able  to  easily  make  out  the  oatUnea 
of  blUe  and  mountains  several  mHea  froe  the  road*  The  object  was 
definitely  highter  then  a low  ridge  between  It  and  syself* 

6»We  reeuned  oiur  journey  at  3t30  AM*  flMMWMiVwas  driving,  I oat  In 
the  right  front  seat,  and  IV'Sgt*  Bwyer  rested  on  the  rear  seat*  X 
cotxtlnned  do  observe  the  object  for  the  remainder  of  our  trip*  Alniost 
as  aoca  as  we  began  to  nore  the  object  eeened  to  rise  suddenly  to  about 
fifteen  or  twenty  degrees  above  the  horlson*  When  we  had  been  travelling 
about  ten  minutes  it  again  disappeared,  only  to  reappear  about  a half 
minute  later*  Sone  five  minutes  later  it  appeared  to  pulsate  for  about 
two  mlnates*  It  alternated  between  its  orlginaly  brightness  and  being 
quite  din*  Again,  a few  minutes  later,  it  disappeared  for  about  a half

?«VJe  arrived  in  Kalat  at  Utl^  AM*  The  object  was  about  thirty  degrees 
above  the  horizon  and  shining  brightly*  Cue  to  our  business  in  Kalat  we 
were  not  able  to  observe  it  continuously  after  thatt  I did  cheek  it 
at  about  five  minute  intervals*  It  seemed  to  remain  in  the  same  place  and 
Tdth  the  same  degree  of  brightness*

The  son  rose  ab  about  litli3  about  fifteen  degrees  to  the  right  of  the  object*

• While  it  la  entirely  posaible  that  the  dia^^pearane  ee  of  the  object 
while  we  were  underway  may  have  been  due  to 'hills  or  mountaina  cooing 
tetween  ua  and  tha  object^  X do  not  believe  that  such  was  the  oaae  when 
the  object  disappeared  for  the  flrat  time  aa  it  diaappeared  and  retomad 
while  we  remained  In  the  aaoe  poaltlon*

I also  vmderstand  that  K/  Sgt*  Dwyer,  having  been  Indispoaed  during  inoat 
of  the  period  vovsrsd,  and  not  having  observed  the  object  at  length  will
